VICTORIANS  lake  a kindly  interest  in 
thoir  fellow  citizens  who  air  blind 
or  nearly  so  The  sight  of  a w hile  cane  on 
city  streets  is  enough  to  alert  a helping 
hand  and  assure  the  sightless  person 
some  measure  nf  safety  when  crossing 
busy  streets.  Even  so.  however,  there  is 
a .continuing  traffic  hazard  against  the 
blind  that  is  not  present  with  those  whose 
vision  is  unimpaired. 

This  is  perhaps  particularly  so  in  the 
vicinity  of  Blanshard  and  Cormorant 
Streets  where  the  blind  service  centre  is 
located.  In  many  cases  blind  people  are 
accompanied  by  friends  or  relatives  when 
approaching  or  leaving  the  tent  re.  hut  of 
necessity  this  cannot  always  he  guaran- 
teed. Inevitably  there  are  times  when 
they  may  make  the  crossing  alone,  and 
through  no  fault  of  motorists  at  consider- 
able risk  of  bodily  harm. 


With  Rlan<hard  Street  split  as  it  Is  by 
a wide  boulevard  this  is  a somewhat 
awkward  corner  for  car  drivers,  a factor 
that  increases  the  hazard  for  blind  per- 
$r>rrs:  The  situation  might  be  eased 

materially  in  their  favor  by  the  placing 
of  a few  signs  in  the  vicinity  reading,  per- 
haps: “Watch  for  the  Rlind."  plus  a 

“Stop  When  Occupied”  pedestrian  cross- 
ing sign.  Motorists  would  then  take 
extra  rare  when  negotiating  that  area. 

One  feels  sure  that  officials  at  the 
city  hall  have  only  to  have  this  matter 
brought  to  their  attention  for  action  to 
be  taken.  The  cast  of  a few  signs  is  negli- 
gible when  set  against  the  protection  of 
individuals  who  by  no  fault  of  their  own 
are  proceeding  through  life  tinder  a 
grave  handicap.  There  is  an  obligation  on 
the  community  to  do  all  in  its  power  to 
secure  the  safety  of  the  blind  on  busy 
city  streets.
